INTRODUCTION 

Field of the Invention 

The field of the invention is cell adhesion, particularly selectin mediated cell adhesion, 
as well as the treatment of disease conditions related thereto. 

20 Background of the Invention 

Sulfotransferases are enzymes that catalyze the transfer of a sulfate from a donor 
compound to an acceptor compound, usually placing the sulfate moiety at a specific location on 
the acceptor compound. There are a variety of different sulfotransferases which vary in activity, 
i.e. with respect to the donor and/or acceptor compounds with which they work. Known
